IMPORTANT 


All Taxpayers Should Read The Following Requirements and 
Comply With Them 


Chapter 92, Section 36, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, requires the Assessors to give notice to bring in lists 
of taxable property; if no lists are brought in, NO CLAIM FOR 
ABATEMENT. 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notif- 
ications in some public place in town, or shall notify them in 
such other way as the town directs, to make and bring in to them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates real and 
personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any resi- 
dent owner after such date, or any non-resident owner after 
being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, does not 
bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commissioners for an 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his appli- 
cation and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners may be 
proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given by any other method that 
brings notice home to the taxpayer.” 


In accord with the above, all resident and non-resident 
taxpayers are hereby requested to bring into the assessors true 
and perfect lists of their polls and all of their estates, real and ° 
personal, as of April 1, 1974. The mailing of this copy of the 
town report to non-resident taxpayers will be considered a 
reasonable request as required by the law. 


The polls of all persons who have attained the age of 70 
years are now exempt under Chapter 91A, Section 10, Revised 
Statutes of Maine, 1954.

WARRANT 


To Glendon Buzzell, a Constable of the Town of Bald- 
win, in the County of Cumberland, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said 
Town of Baldwin qualified by law to vote in said town 
affairs, to assemble at the Consolidated School, Baldwin, 
in said town, on the 2nd day of March, 1974, at 
eight o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose or elect a moderator to preside 
at said meeting. 


Article 2. To choose or elect one selectman, assessor 
and overseer of the poor, tax collector, constable, town 
clerk, road commissioner, and all the other necessary 
officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to accept, or 
act upon the report of its selectmen, assessors and 
overseers of the poor, clerk and treasurer, and other 
town officers for the past year. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to appropriate from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund and transfer for the maintenance of roads 
and bridges. ($7,000.00). 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of the 
poor. ($2,000.00). 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to appropriate from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund and transfer to the tarring fund for re- 
surfacing. ($4,000.00). 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for contingent fund con- 
sisting of legal fees, interest, supplies, mileage, phone, 
insurance, cemetery upkeep, Social Security, Workman’s 
Compensation, audits, and operational items not specifi- 
cally covered by other appropriations. ($6,000.00). 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to transfer 
$5,000.00 of the 1974 excise tax to Equipment Pur- 
chasing Fund, balance to Surplus. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for State Aid construction 
(in addition to the amount regularly raised for the care 
of ways, highways and bridges) under the provisions 
of Sections 44, 49, or 50, Chapter 23, R. S. of 1954 
as amended. ($2,928.00). 


Article 10. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for snow removal for the 
ensuing year. ($20,000.00). 


Article 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to pay the town officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to be paid to the Williams- 
Goodwin Post, American Legion, as a Memorial Day 
fund. ($150.00). 


Article 13. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for officers’ compensation. 
($6,000.00). 


Article 14. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to appropriate from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund and transfer to lights and maintenance 
account for the ensuing year. ($3,000.00). 


Article 15. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate as a cemetery fund. 
($25.00). 


Article 16. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of East 
Baldwin Library. ($350.00). 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 for each of the three 
fire companies for general expenses. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to appropriate from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund and transfer for new equipment for the 
three fire companies. ($9,000.00). 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to instruct or 
authorize the selectmen to hire sums of money as are 
necessary to pay the current expenses of the town for 
the ensuing year, these loans made in anticipation of 
1974 taxes. 


Article 20. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to appropriate from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund and transfer to maintain the town dump. 
($4,000.00). 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen on behalf of the town to sell or dispose 
of any real estate acquired by the town for nonpayment 
of taxes on such terms as they deem advisable and to 
execute quitclaim deeds for such property. 


Article 22. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to collect unpaid taxes due the town by taking 
same from money or wages that may be due the delin- 
quent taxpayers by the town. 


Article 23. To see if the town will fix a rate of interest 
to be charged on taxes unpaid after said date. Recom- 
mended that one-half percent per month or part thereof 
after the 31st day of August. 


Article 24. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to appropriate from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund and transfer for the Sacopee Rescue Unit. 
($500.00). 


Article 25. To see if the town will vote to accept 
interest on Baldwin School Fund for year 1973 and 
apply same for school purposes. 


Article 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00 for pine blister rust 
control. 


Article 27. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $150.00 to be used by the York County 
Counseling Service. 


Article 28. To see if the Town of Baldwin will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money to be used by the 
Conservation Commission. ($500.00). 


Article 29. To see if the town will vote to join the 
York County Regional Planning Commission. ($14.25). 


Article 30. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the Wolf Hill Road that goes from Sand Pond Road to 
the Brown Mountain Road. 


Article 31. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
a portion of the Lee Burnell Road from where it is 
used at the Goldfine property to the State Aid Road 
No. 7, known as the Back of the Mountain Road. 


Article 382. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $200.00 for the Colby-Bates-Bowdoin pub- 
lic television, channel 10. 


Article 83. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $1,425.00 for the Maine Medical Center 
to start a rural dental clinic.

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Public Notice - Licensing of Dogs 


Dog Licenses due January 1, 1974 


Public Law Chap. 45: This law requires that all dogs must be licensed 
by their owners. Such licenses are to be issued by the town clerk 
only if certain requirements relative to immunization for rabies have 
been met. Also, dogs may not run at large except for hunting. Any 
dog running at large will be impounded or the owner prosecuted, and 
upon conviction shall pay a fine of not less than $25.00 or more than 


$100.00. 


Assessors of taxes shall include in their inventories, a list of 
dogs owned on January | by any inhabitant of the town, and make 
return of same to the town clerk. The town clerk shall file a copy of 
the said list with one or more police officers or sheriffs. The clerk 
shall not collect any delinquent dog taxes after June 1. After that 
date, and in addition to the license fee, there shall be an officer’s 


collection fee of $3.00.

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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


During the past year your Civil Defense organization 
has conducted regular Wednesday night training exercises. 
We have one staff member enrolled in a home study course 
for Radiological Monitors. 


On March 31, 1973 we participated in a statewide 
exercise (SIMAG 78) an exercise on flood disasters. 


Since early fall, along with the selectmen, we have been 
working with the State and County in planning for possible 
energy crisis problems and how to solve them. 


A human resources and equipment inventory is being 
sent to all residnets of Baldwin, to help in disaster planning 
for the Town. 


The purchase of several used low band two-way radios 
from the Department of Transportation is being negotiated. 
These radios may be used in conjunction with the existing 
base station in the Baldwin School, on a municipal frequency, 
by agencies performing municipal services in the Town of 
Baldwin.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


Although the Conservation Commission (established at 
town meeting in 1973) was slow in getting started, we are 
now working actively to provide safe and sanitary facilities 
for townspeople at Sand Pond. A small parking area has 
been created, and we are now locating two privies with hold- 
ing tanks on the west side of the lot. The privies and chemi- 
cals used will be the types used by the Maine Parks and 
Recreation Department in its most recent developments, 
and hopefully will result in an odor-free and sanitary facility. 


Phase II of the Sand Pond Project will be a study of 
water quality in Sand Pond. Recent years have brought 
significant algal growth (resulting in a green color), and we 
hope to pinpoint the causes and initiate remedies to this 
problem. Unless the problem is dealt with immediately, the 
pond will become undesirable for recreation, and not only 
will the town swimming area become unusable, but the value 
of all the other properties will decline too. The Commission 
hopes that the people using the swimming area, and import- 
antly the landowners, will help us in our efforts to protect 
the pond. 


SACOPEE RESCUE UNIT 


The Unit made a total of 177 calls for the year 1973, this is 
47 more than 1972. We purchased a new Chevrolet with a 
Superior Ambulance body this year. It was delivered around 
the first of July. To date it has most 8,000 miles on it. It is 
well equipped and working very well. The unit we purchased 
from Windham is being renovated to use as a backup unit. 
It has been used some for transportation, but it was not 
completely satisfactory. We are in hopes the renovation will 
improve the appearance and operation. There is still some 
work to be done on the building inside, such as painting etc. 
We ordered our new Hospital radio last April and just recently 
found out we cannot get that particular one. We cancelled 
the order for that one and ordered another one of equal 
quality in hopes to get it soon. This radio is purchased 
through the efforts of the Kiwanis Club. 
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We have a number of members who have improved their 
training by taking an 81 hour EMT Course. We held an 
Extracation course and refresher Advanced First Aid course 
this summer at our unit building. The members do this 
voluntarily and on their own time. 


We again would like to THANK everyone who donated 
money, time and material to the unit. It is greatly appreciated 
by the members. It is being used to improve the building and 
maintaining the unit and equipment, in hopes to make it 
one of the best.

Expenses after deducting $15,000 for new unit and equip- 
ment exceeds the Town Subsidies by $983 plus % the cost of 
the new radio committed for (approx. $750.00) Total of 
approximately $1,733.00. Without the generosity of dona- 
tions for a total of $2,685.00 we would have been in the 
hole. 


With expenses constantly rising in cost and the number of 
runs increasing at a dramatic rate (86% over 1972) we must 
have more income to continue operating on sound footing. 
Since donations can not be counted on as a stable source of 
income, their amounts and timing being unpredictable, our 
alternatives for additional funds are to ask the towns for 
additional subsidy money or to increase our own fund raising 
activities or both.

Dear Mr. Warren: 


This is the report of the work done under the cooperative 
white pine blister rust control program in Baldwin in 1973. 


We searched for host plants on 4,342 acres. This was done 
in and near white pine stands to locate and destroy the 
currant and gooseberry plants which spread the disease from 
one white pine to another. We found and destroyed two 
hundred seventeen of these host plants. They were generally 
scattered throughout the area and represent the regrowth of 
the genus in the past ten years since these particular areas 
were last surveyed. 


The total cost to do this work was $1,002.83. Baldwin’s 
share was $400.00 which was used to pay part of the labor 
costs and for transportation of men and supplies. The Maine 
Forestry Department provided $602.83 in wages, travel, 
supervision and supplies. 


There is no further work of this nature scheduled in Baldwin | 
until 1980 when 2,970 acres should be carefully worked. 


Thank you for the fine cooperation we enjoyed from you 
and the residents of Baldwin.

Chapter 92, Section 36, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, requires the Assessors to give notice to bring in lists 
of taxable property; if no lists are brought in, NO CLAIM FOR 
ABATEMENT.

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Public Notice - Licensing of Dogs 


Dog Licenses due January 1, 1975 


Public Law Chap. 45: This law requires that all dogs must be licensed 
by their owners. Such licenses are to be issued by the town clerk 
only if certain requirements relative to immunization for rabies have 
been met. Also, dogs may not run at large except for hunting. Any 
dog running at large will be impounded or the owner prosecuted, and 
upon conviction shall pay a fine of not less than $25.00 or more than 


$100.00. 


Assessors of taxes shall include in their inventories, a list of 
dogs owned on January | by any inhabitant of the town, and make 
return of same to the town clerk. The town clerk shall file a copy of 
the said list with one or more police officers or sheriffs. The clerk 
shall not collect any delinquent dog taxes after June 1. After that 
date, and in addition to the license fee, there shall be an officer’s

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Baldwin Planning Board had twenty-five meetings in the 
past year. During this time the major work load consisted largely 
of work that had to be done to comply with the State Law re- 
garding the Saco River Commission Law. A great deal of work 
was done in making a map of all the area along the Saco River, 
which is in Baldwin. At the completion of this map, the Planning 
Board then held a public hearing to let the property owners help 
decide what district their land should be placed in. The Planning 
Board then turned this information over to the Saco River 
Commission Staff. After being reviewed by this staff, numerous 
changes were made to comply with their standards. This work on 
the river and work done in regards to Shoreland Zoning consumed 
the first six months of the Planning Boards time. 


Other work was done on trying to review our, Subdivision Law, 
reviewing our Building Code, and finalizing our Comprehensive 
Plan. 


There also was work done at Sand Pond which was done in 
conjunction with the Conservation Commission. 


Many changes in State Law regarding the new Plumbing Code, 
caused the Board to ask for a moratorium to be passed in order 
for us to have time to up-date our Subdivision Ordinance to comply 
with these changes, and to be ready to handle the applications 
that usually arrive with the coming of Spring. 


Baldwin Planning Board 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


During 1974 the Conservation Commission worked on the 
improvement of the swimming area at Sand Pond, which included 
placing rest houses on the holding tanks and placing additional 
logs around the swimming area. An attendant was hired at minimal 
cost to the Town through the PROP Agency to keep the beach 
area clean and neat. 


The Commission has arranged for studies of the physical and 
biological characteristics of Sand Pond. A hydrological study was 
made to determine the origin and flow of water into the Pond, 
to determine the volume of water flowing out of the pond and 
the physical characteristics of the water in the pond. An intensive 
soil survey was made of the soil types surrounding the pond. 
A water analysis was made from water samples taken from the 
pond which showed that the algal bloom was the cause of the 
‘“‘cloudy”? water in Sand Pond during the spring through mid- 
summer. The Commission is planning to finalize the reports for 
presentation to the Selectmen and interested town people. 


A questionnaire was mailed to the residents of Baldwin to 
determine the feelings and needs of the residents toward conser- 
vation and recreation activities within Baldwin. The questionnaire 
will also serve to determine future projects for the Commission to 
pursue. The Commission would like to thank the people who 
responded to the questionnaire. 


As a result of the questionnaire the Commission is planning 
the following projects for the coming year: 


Raft at Sand Pond. 

Shade tree planting program. 

Town litter clean-up project. 

Picnic tables for Sand Pond. 
Natural area inventory of the town.

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ORDINANCE RELATING TO FLOOD HAZARD BUILDING 
PERMIT SYSTEM AND REVIEW PROCEDURE 


WHEREAS, the Town of elects to comply 
with the requirements of the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968 (P. L. 
90-448 , aS amended): 


WHEREAS, The National Flood Insurance Program established in the afore- 
said Act provides that maps shall be provided by the Federal Insurance 
Administration identifying those areas of the Town in the flood plain having 
a special flood hazard; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Town of 
as follows: 


1, Permit. Before construction, relocation, replacement, or substantial 
enlargement or modification of any building has commenced in the 
special flood hazard area designated on the maps prepared in accordance 
with the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as amended, the owner 
or lessee, or the architect, engineer, contractor or builder employed by 
such owner or lessee shall obtain from the (Code Enforcement Officer, 
Planning Board or Selectmen)* a permit covering such proposed work. 
2. Application. The application for a permit shall be submitted in 
writing to the (Code Enforcement Officer, Planning Board, or Select- 
men)* and shall include: 


a. the name and address of applicant, 

b. an address or a map indicating the location of the construc- 
tion site, 

c. a site plan showing location of existing and proposed struc- 
ture (s), sewage disposal facilities, water supply, areas to be 
cut and filled and the lot dimensions, 

d. a statement of intended use of the proposed structure (s), 

a statement as to the type of sewage system proposed, 

specification of dimensions of the proposed structure (s) 

(length, width and height) 

g. the elevation (in relation to ground and mean sea level) of 
the lowest floor, including basement, and if the lowest floor 
is below grade on one or more sides, the elevation of the 
floor immediately above, and 

h. a copy of the plans and specifications of the proposed con- 
struction. This requirement may be modified by decision of 
the (Code Enforcement Officer, Planning Board or Selectmen)* 
when in their opinion such information is or is not needed 
to determine the conformance of the proposed construction 
with this ordinance. 

3. Fee. A permit fee of $10.00 (ten dollars) shall be paid to the town 
clerk (for compensation of the Code Enforcement Officer) with a 
copy of the receipt to accompany the application. 


— % 
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Review. The (Code Enforcement Officer, Planning Board or Select- 
men)* shall review all aforesaid building permit applications to 
determine whether proposed building sites will be reasonably safe 
from flooding. Any construction, relocation, replacement or sub- 
stantial enlargement or modification of any building, including 
prefabricated and mobile homes upon building sites in the special 
flood hazard area must: 


a. be designed or modified and anchored to prevent flotation, 
collapse or lateral movement of the structure, 

b. use construction material and utility equipment that are 
resistant to flood damage, and 

c. use construction methods and practices that will minimize 
flood damage. 


Subdivision. The (Planning Board or Selectmen)* shall, when re- 
viewing subdivisions under 30 M.R.S.A. s4956, assure that: 

a. all such proposals are consistant with the need to minimize 
flood damage, 

b. all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, gas, electrical 
and water systems are located, elevated, and constructed to 
minimize or eliminate flood damages, and 

c. adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce exposure to 
flood hazards. 


Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall require new or replacement 
water supply systems and sanitary sewage systems to be designed 
to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems and discharges from the systems into flood waters, and 
require on-site waste disposal systems to be located so as to avoid 
impairment of them or contamination from them during flooding. 


Regulations. The (Planning Board or Selectmen)* may adopt any 
reasonable regulations that are consistant with and in furtherance 
of the objectives of sections 4, 5 and 6, above, that they deem 
necessary for the proper enforcement of said sections and which 
are consistant with State Law. 


Variances. The Board of Appeals may, upon written application of 
the affected landowner, grant a variance from the strict application 
of this Ordinance under the following conditions: 


a. the strict application of the terms of this Ordinance would 
result in undue hardship to the applicant or would not be in 
the best interest of the community, and 

b. the hardship is not the result of action taken by the applicant 
or a prior owner in violation .of this Ordinance. 
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9. Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, upon written application of 
an aggrieved party and after public notice, hear appeals from deter- 
minations of the (Planning Board, Selectmen or Code Enforcement 
Officer)* in the administration of this Ordinance. Such hearings 
shall be held in accordance with State laws. Following such hearing, 
the Board of Appeals may reverse the decision of the (Planning 
Board, Selectmen or Code Enforcement Officer)* only upon a 
finding that the decision is clearly contrary to specific provisions 
of this Ordinance. An appeal may be taken within thirty days after 
any decision is rendered by the Board of Appeals, by any party to 
Superior Court in accordance with State Law. 


10. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the (Code Enforcement Officer 
or Planning Board)* to enforce the provisions of this Ordinance. 
If the (Code Enforcement Officer or Planning Board)* finds that 
any provision of this Ordinance is being violated, (he or they) shall 
notify in writing the person responsible for such violation indicating 
the nature of the violation and ordering the action necessary to 
correct it. 


When the above action does not result in the correction or abatement 
of the violation, the Municipal Officers, upon notice from the (Code Enforce- 
ment Officer or Planning Board)*, are hereby authorized and directed to 
institute any and all actions, whether legal or equitable, necessary to the 
enforcement of this Ordinance. Any person who continues to violate any 
provisions of this Ordinance after receiving notice of such violation shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor subject to a fine of up to $100.00 for each violation. 
Each day such a violation is continued is a separate offense.

Operating expenses for 1974 were $4429. These figures do not 
include one-time, non-recurring expenses for completion of the 

building construction or for the cost of the hospital radio and 
its installation, Just with the advent of inflation it is reasonable 
to project day-to-day operating expenses in 1975 will be approx- 
imately $5000. at the 1974 level. This does not take into account 
the increase in the number of calls that can be anticipated in 
1975. Recent years have shown yearly increases in calls of 25 
to 30 per cent over the previous year, naturally resulting in in- 
creased operating costs. The present 5-town subsidy of $2500. 
($500. per town) barely covers the cost of insurance, gasoline and 
telephone. The remaining expenses have been covered by the 
generous donations of individuals. However, it is unrealistic to 

rely on fluctuating and varied donations as income to cover oper- 
ating expenses and growth. There is no way to anticipate either 
the timing or amount of this source of income. 


Based on the figures, it is reeommended that the town subsidies 
be increased to $1000. each (total of $5000). to cover anticipated 
day-to-day operating expenses and that the income derived from 
donations be used for non-recurring expenses; i. e., new pieces 
of equipment, building expenses, training aids, etc.

ABATEMENT. 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notif- 
ications in some public place in town, or shall notify them in 
such other way as the town directs, to make and bring in to them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates real and 
personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any resi- 
dent owner after such date, or any non-resident owner after 
being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, does not 
bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commissioners for an 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his appli- 
cation and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners may be 
proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given by any other method that 
brings notice home to the taxpayer.” 


In accord with the above, all resident and non-resident 
taxpayers are hereby requested to bring into the assessors true 
and perfect lists of all their estates, real and personal, as of 
April 1, 1976. The mailing of this copy of the town report to 
non-resident taxpayers will be considered a reasonable request 
as required by the law. 


The polls of all persons who have attained the age of 70 
years are now exempt under Chapter 91A, Section 10, Revised 


Statutes of Maine, 1954.

Article 34. To see if the town will vote to replace or 
buy any new snow removal equipment for the coming 
year. Money to come out of equipment purchasing fund. 


Article 35. To see if the town will vote to amend the 
‘‘Subdivision Ordinance of the Town of Baldwin, Maine’”’, 
as adopted by the Town of Baldwin July 9, 1975 ata 
Special Town Meeting, Article V - Preliminary Plan, 
Subsection 5.1.2 to read as follows: “‘The application 
for preliminary approval of the Preliminary Plan shall 
be accompanied by a fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00) plus 
five dollars ($5.00) per lot of the proposed subdivision 
by check payable to the Town of Baldwin, Maine stating 
the specific purpose of the fee.

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BALDWIN CIVIL EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 
1975 ANNUAL REPORT 


During the past year your Civil Emergency Prepardness 
(C. E. P.) organization has conducted regular Wednesday 
night training exercises. An increase in the staff was realized 
with an average of five persons participating. 


Eleven of the twelve two-way radios purchased last year 
were put into service. Each of the three Fire Companies now 
have mobile radios in two engines, and West Baldwin has 
one mobile unit in the fire house as a Base Station. Three 
of the Town trucks used for snow removal are now radio 
equipped. A fixed base station has been installed in the 
Baldwin Emergency Operating Center (E. O. C.) and a mobile 
unit installed in the C. E. P. Directors car. All the above 
units operate on the same frequency (45.12 mh) and have 
been used advantageously throughout the past year. 


The Towns Emergency Operations Plans will be updated 
within the next year. Remodeling of the E. O. C. to provide 
more effective usable space and become eligible for matching 
funds to maintain the same will also hopefully be accomplish- 
ed. Additional radios to suppliment the above may be pur- 
chased when they become available.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Conservation Commission had a busy year in 1975, 
starting the spring with a litter cleanup involving many young 
people in the Town. At noon, we finished up the litter camp- 
aign, and with the generous help of local women’s groups, 
held a picnic for the participants at the Sand Pond picnic 
area. Many thanks to the young people who did the bulk of 
the work cleaning up the mess on our roadsides. 


The Commission continued its work at Sand Pond, and 
the members built and placed two picnic tables in the Spring. 
We arranged to have the Junior High Industrial Arts class 
at Sacopee Valley High School build the new raft at a con- 
siderable savings in cost, and we installed it in early Summer. 
Other improvements were made in the parking area, and the 
area around the privies. With thanks to P. R. O. P., a care- 
taker took care of general cleanup at the pond on a daily 
basis with no cost to the town. 


Although a great deal of interest was expressed in a 
shade tree program in the questionaire we sent out last 
winter, only one person actually requested to participate. 
Therefore, we spent none of the funds authorized at Town 
Meeting, and recommend no further authorization in the near 
future. 


We are spending this Winter doing an inventory of our 
town’s natural resources. This effort is to identify and map 
resources in the town so that the planning board can insure 
that our streams and wells as well as our valuable fishing and 
hunting areas are protected when the planning board plans 
the town’s future and reviews subdivision proposals. 


For this bicentential year, the Commission believes two 
time capsules, one for opening in 50 years and one for 100 
years, would be a fitting way to recall our past and establish 
a legacy for our future generations. We will seek the in- 
volvement of the town’s citizens this spring, and hope to pull 
together all sections of the town in this common effort. 


We’d like to thank our friends and neighbors for their 
assistance during the past year, and invite you all to help 
us in 1976.

ORDINANCE RELATING TO FLOOD HAZARD BUILDING 
PERMIT SYSTEM AND REVIEW PROCEDURE 


WHEREAS, the Town of elects to comply 
with the requirements of the National Flood Insurance Act of L96o [Pa 
90-448 , as amended): 


WHEREAS, The National Flood Insurance Program established in the afore- 
said Act provides that maps shall be provided by the Federal Insurance 
Administration identifying those areas of the Town in the flood plain having 
a special flood hazard; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Town of 
as follows: 


1. Permit. Before construction, relocation, replacement, or substantial 
enlargement or modification of any building has commenced in the 
special flood hazard area designated on the maps prepared in accordance 
with the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as amended, the owner 
or lessee, or the architect, engineer, contractor or builder employed by 
such owner or lessee shall obtain from the (Code Enforcement Officer, 
Planning Board or Selectmen)* a permit covering such proposed work. 
2. Application. The application for a permit shall be submitted in 
writing to the (Code Enforcement Officer, Planning Board, or Select- 
men)* and shall include: 


a. the name and address of applicant, 

b. an address or a map indicating the location of the construc- 
tion site, 

c. a site plan showing location of existing and proposed struc- 
ture (s), sewage disposal facilities, water supply, areas to be 
cut and filled and the lot dimensions, 

d. a statement of intended use of the proposed structure (s), 

a statement as to the type of sewage system proposed, 

specification of dimensions of the proposed structure (s) 

(length, width and height) 

g. the elevation (in relation to ground and mean sea level) of 
the lowest floor, including basement, and if the lowest floor 
is below grade on one or more sides, the elevation of the 
floor immediately above, and 

h. a copy of the plans and specifications of the proposed con- 
struction. This requirement may be modified by decision of 
the (Code Enforcement Officer, Planning Board or Selectmen)* 
when in their opinion such information is or is not needed 
to determine the conformance of the proposed construction 
with this ordinance. 

3. Fee. A permit fee of $10.00 (ten dollars) shall be paid to the town 
clerk (for compensation of the Code Enforcement Officer) with a 
copy of the receipt to accompany the application.

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4. Review. The (Code Enforcement Officer, Planning Board or Select- 
men)* shall review all aforesaid building permit applications to 
determine whether proposed building sites will be reasonably safe 
from flooding. Any construction, relocation, replacement or sub- 
stantial enlargement or modification of any building, including 
prefabricated and mobile homes upon building sites in the special 
flood hazard area must: 


a. be designed or modified and anchored to prevent flotation, 
collapse or lateral movement of the structure, 

b. use construction material and utility equipment that are 
resistant to flood damage, and 

c. use construction methods and practices that will minimize 
flood damage. 


5. Subdivision. The (Planning Board or Selectmen)* shall, when re- 
viewing subdivisions under 30 M.R.S.A. s4956, assure that: 

a. all such proposals are consistant with the need to minimize 
flood damage, 

b. all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, gas, electrical 
and water systems are located, elevated, and constructed to 
minimize or eliminate flood damages, and 

c. adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce exposure to 
flood hazards. 


6 Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall require new or replacement 
water supply systems and sanitary sewage systems to be designed 
to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems and discharges from the systems into flood waters, and 
require on-site waste disposal systems to be located so as to avoid 
impairment of them or contamination from them during flooding. 


7. Regulations. The (Planning Board or Selectmen)* may adopt any 
reasonable regulations that are consistant with and in furtherance 
of the objectives of sections 4, 5 and 6, above, that they deem 
necessary for the proper enforcement of said sections and which 
are consistant with State Law. 


8. Variances. The Board of Appeals may, upon written application of 
the affected landowner, grant a variance from the strict application 
of this Ordinance under the following conditions: 


a. the strict application of the terms of this Ordinance would 
result in undue hardship to the applicant or would not be in 
the best interest of the community, and 

b. the hardship is not the result of action taken by the applicant 
or a prior owner in violation of this Ordinance. 
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9. Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, upon written application of 
an aggrieved party and after public notice, hear appeals from deter- 
minations of the (Planning Board, Selectmen or Code Enforcement 
Officer)* in the administration of this Ordinance. Such hearings 
shall be held in accordance with State laws. Following such hearing, 
the Board of Appeals may reverse the decision of the (Planning 
Board, Selectmen or Code Enforcement Officer)* only upon a 
finding that the decision is clearly contrary to specific provisions 
of this Ordinance. An appeal may be taken within thirty days after 
any decision is rendered by the Board of Appeals, by any party to 
Superior Court in accordance with State Law. 


10. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the (Code Enforcement Officer 
or Planning Board)* to enforce the provisions of this Ordinance. 
If the (Code Enforcement Officer or Planning Board)* finds that 
any provision of this Ordinance is being violated, (he or they) shall 
notify in writing the person responsible for such violation indicating 
the nature of the violation and ordering the action necessary to 
correct it. 


When the above action does not result in the correction or abatement 
of the violation, the Municipal Officers, upon notice from the (Code Enforce- 
ment Officer or Planning Board)*, are hereby authorized and directed to 
institute any and all actions, whether legal or equitable, necessary to the 
enforcement of this Ordinance. Any person who continues to violate any 
provisions of this Ordinance after receiving notice of such violation shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor subject to a fine of up to $100.00 for each violation. 
Each day such a violation is continued is a separate offense. 
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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During the past year, the Planning Board has held 
thirty meetings. The major things that we have done are to 
complete the Comprehensive Plan for the Town, write a 
new Sub-division Ordinance that was accepted by the town at 
a Special town meeting, and we try to come up with some 
sort of zoning ordinance for the people to consider at our 
regular town meeting or shortly after. 


We have accepted one Sub-division plan in the past year, 
which was the one on Cornish Station Hill. This was accepted 
by the Planning Board after all the requirements had been 
met by the Sub-divider, a public hearing had been held re- 
garding this site, an on site inspection by the Planning Board, 
and the rest of the requirements had been fulfilled by the 
Sub-divider. 


We asked for a moratorium to be placed upon the town 
in order that the Planning Board have a chance to write a 
zoning ordinance. 


This request was discussed at a special town meeting, 
questions asked and hopefully all reasons for asking for the 
moratorium were well explained. 


Since this time, we have held many meetings and dis- 
cussed at length how to come up with a zoning ordinance 
that will fit our town. 


Zoning seems to be a pretty complex thing to try to 
improvise for any Town. Some of the questions that seem to 
keep constantly creeping up are as follows: 


How do we try to attract small industry and not be 
harmful to the residential area? 

How do we write a zoning ordinance that will fit our 
town, and have it flexible enough to maintain our same 
atmosphere? 

How do we write it simple enough to understand and 
do the job, but strong enough to protect the town? 


These are some of the questions the Planning Board has 
discussed with representation from the Southern Maine 
Regional Planning Commission and our legal counsel. 


Hopefully we will be able to come up with some sort of 
document to present to the people, and then in our usual 
democratic way the people of our Town will tell the Planning 
Board what they want.

LICENSING OF DOGS 


R. S. 1964, Title 7, As Amended by the Public Laws of 
1965, 1967, 1969, 1971, 1973, 1974, 1975 


Section 3451. Each owner or keeper of a dog at the age 
of 6 months or over, except dogs kept under a kennel license 
as provided in this section, shall, on or before January Ist, 
annually, or at such time as such dog becomes 6 months old, 
cause such dog to be licensed in the municipal clerk’s office 
in the town where such dog is kept. Such license shall state 
the breed, sex, color and markings of such dogs and the name 
and address of the owner or keeper. 

No city or town clerk shall issue a license for any dog 
until the applicant has filed with such clerk proof that such 
dog has been immunized against rabies in accordance with 
rules and regulations promulgated by the Commissioner of 
Health and Welfare, provided that the requirement of immun- 
ization may be waived by such clerk under conditions set 
forth by the Commissioner of Health and Welfare.

true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates real and 
personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any resi- 
dent owner after such date, or any non-resident owner after 
being reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, does not 
bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commissioners for an 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his appli- 
cation and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.

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REPORT OF BALDWIN CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Baldwin Conservation Commission was kept busy 
this past year on a number of projects. In March, our final 
report on the water quality problems at Sand Pond was 
completed and distributed to those attending the town 
meeting. More copies are available, and we would be glad to 
send one to anyone interested in the conditions at the pond. 
The pond held its own for the better part of this past 
summer, but we remain convinced that action must be 
taken to upgrade the existing sewage disposal systems and 
increase lot sizes if we are to expect the pond to remain 
swimmable in coming years. 

We continued the improvements at the beach after 
repairing the damage the area sustained during the fall and 
spring. We improved the beach, replaced barrells under the 
float and placed logs in attempt to prevent the parking area 
from being rutted up by drivers “spinning out”. For the 
second summer in a row we were successful in getting a local 
youth employed through P. R. O. P. to: keep the privies and 
beach clean. This coming summer we hope to employ a youth 
again, as well as build an offshore dock for use in the 
swimming classes. 

Unlike 1975, we had beautiful weather for last springs 
litter cleanup. We were pleased with the big turnout of 
young people and parents, and express thanks again to all 
those who made the cleanup and picnic a big success. 

Our other major activity was the preparation of the time 
capsules buried at the town library on July 4th as part of the 
town’s bicentennial celebrations. After surveying the towns- 
people we acquired and filled the capsules with contemporary 
objects and items of local interest. 

We started work on a Natural Resources Inventory as 
required by state law in 1975 and had hoped to complete it 
in 1976. Our other activities prevented us from spending the 
necessary time that this project needs. We managed to find 
low cost methods of accomplishing what we did do however. 
The Natural Resources Inventory will provide the towns- 
people and planning board with a valuable tool to use in 
reviewing subdivision proposals and developing a zoning 
ordinance that protects local hunting and fishing resources. 
Some of the maps we have already prepared will be posted at 
the town meeting. 

Finally, we were proud to receive an award in 1976 
from the Maine Association of Conservation Commissions for 
being ‘‘The Best Conservation Commission in Maine”’!

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BALDWIN CIVIL EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 
1976 ANNUAL REPORT 


During the past year your Civil Emergency Preparedness 
(CEP) organization has conducted regular Wednesday night 
training exercises. The staff participated in one Saturday 
Statewide Exercise (Helen ’75). 


Capital improvements include a security fence around the 
gas storage in back of school, a new door for the generator 
building to provide for winter access, a generator trailer was 
built for a 5 KW generator and the EOC was remodeled to 
provide additional space. 


The following materials and equipment were acquired through 
excess property at no cost to the town; two file cabinets for 
the Municipal office, a propane space heater for Town garage, 
a Jeep and 6 x 6 truck for E. Baldwin Fire Co., a road grader 
for Town road work, and a 1% ton utility trailer for munici- 
pal use. 


Due to new Federal regulations, after September 1976 Bald- 
win will no longer receive Federal P & A matching funds for 
CEP Director funding.

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THE REASON WHY .......... 


The members of Sacopee Rescue Unit have submitted an 
article to the selectmen of each town to raise by taxation 
or appropriate from revenue sharing $7600 to purchase a new 
Modular Type rescue unit, complete with equipment and 
communications. 

The reason we need another unit at this time is because of the 
increasing number of back to back calls we are getting and 
the 20-30% increase in total calls per year. 

The first year we received 60 calls for help, 50% of which 
were transportation. This year the unit has responded 289 
times, an increase of 482% over seven years ago. And only 
4%4% were Transportation calls, the other 954% were true 
emergencies. 

The increasing number of calls keep the unit out of the area 
for such a long period of time, that the people are left un- 
protected by not having a fully equipped back-up unit. The 
small back-up unit we now have does not pass state require- 
ments for an emergency ambulance. It is too low in height 
and does not have the space to accomodate necessary advance 
life-supporting or rescue equipment. It was purchased origi- 
nally for transportation and not rescue, but the growing 
demand for emergency aid has forbid us from accepting 
transportation calls, and accepting primarily only true 
emergencies. 

It is our objective to continually up-grade the Kmergency 
Medical Services (EMS) in the area we serve, and at this time 
we can only do this by adding another unit to our squad. 
The members, themselves, in 1975 received 800 hours of 
Emergency Medical. Technician (EMT) training. In 1976, 180 
hours EMT refresher; 756 hours inservice training; and 60 
hours of Hospital Critique with doctors, for a total of 1796 
hours of training in the last two years. The man hours spent 
on the unit the past year total 3035 hours. The total time 
spent by Sacopee Rescue members either training or making 
arun in 1976 was 4031 hours, at a rate of $3.00 per hour this 
would cost the community $12,093.00. The members of the 
unit ask for your support to help keep the EMS running 
efficiently in the SAD 55 area and hopefully none will suffer 
second best in an unequipped vehicle.
